Lumber for the Capital is ready. It will
be of the following dimensions: One story
with back gallery: main building,.ninety.foui
feet long by forty feet deep: centre passage
from front to rear,' of fourteen feet, leaving
the session rooms forty feet square. The
gallery is to be divided into small rooms for
the use of committees. '
" There are supposed to be about thirty oth-

er buildings in the place, ordinary in appear
ance, erected for boarding houses, groceries,
etc. Some few dwellings in progress. ' The
population is about three or four hundred, and
all busy in preparing for the reception, of
company expected at the sale of lots.

The city is said to be laid off with much
taste, due icgard having boen paid.to the con-
